Two People Fatally and Ten Seri- 
ously Injured at Red Bud. 


Whole Blocks of Buildings Wrecked and 
_ Ruined in a Moment’s Time. 


SHURCHES, SCHOOL-HOUSES AND RESI- 
DENCES A MASS OF DEBRIS. 


The Storm Came While the Town Was 
Bleeping, and With Little Warning 
the Work of Destruction Was Done— 
Names of the Injured and the Owners 
of the Property Destroyed—The Ecene 
of Utter Desolation Presented This 
Morning. 


RED Bup, Ill., Nov. 17.—A t rnado has 
plowed through thistown andthe scenes at 
Mt. Vernona few yearsago have been re- 
peated. 

At exactly 3:30 o’clock this morning a 
cyclone, following a path 200 hundred yards 
in diameter, passed through the city and left 
after it scene of destruction seldom 
equaled. 

The resultis two persons tatally and ten 
gthers seriously injuredand the destruction 
of property that will reach up to at least $100, - 
000.

THE CYCLONE’S PATH. 

Entering Red Bud from the south, the 
storm first unroofed and partially demol- 
ished the Catholic Church and school and 
the residence of Herman Droege. The 
German Methodist Church was then 
leveled. After destroying several 
barns, blowing in gables and tearing away 
all kinds of fences, it next attacked the large 
two-story residence of Peter Kardell, which 
is of solid stone, and crumbled it to frag- 
ments. Mrs. Kardell was seriously injured. 

The two-story frame house of John Hahn 
was unroofed and otherwise wreckea. 

A large double bricksowned by L. Kaffen- 
berger, and occupied by S. D. Perryasa 
dwelling, office and composing room of the 
Read Bud Democrat, was entirely destroyed. 

By a miracle Mr. Perry’s family escaped 
serious injury, and crawled out from the 
mass of brick which had fallen on tiem 
While in their beds, coming forth almost 
naked and painfully bruised. 

The new brick house of John Long was the 
next unroofed. Claus Peterson’s agricul. 
tural warehouse had the second story cut 
away asbyaknife. The residences of John 
Landholat, Joseph Voght and Mrs. D. 
Offarding suffered. 

The residences of Christ Yaeger, leter 
Jennemann, Ernest Budd andG. Bolhoffnuer 
were destroyed, anda new frame house be- 
longing to Mrs, Jacob Koch was blown to 
pieces. Mrs. Koch was injured so seriously 
that she will probably die. Her sonof 11 
years will die of his terrible bruises.

UTTER DESOLATION. ae. 
Where last night stood a beautiful little 
city full of happy homes, there is to-daya 
gcene of wreck and desolation. Houses, 
barns, fences and orchards are levelled to 
the earth and spread over the surrounding 
country. Death and suffering, wounds and 
nakedness, cold and lack of shelter met the 
eye when day broke this moroing. 

The horrors of an inky darkness, lighted up 
momentarily by flashes of lightning, added 
to the fear and madness which oppressed all 
minds during this terrible visitation. Day- 
light only made more terrible that which 
night bad hidden. 

A TERRINLE SCENE. 

The scene is diMcult to describe. The 
etreets when lit up by the frst streaks of 
Gawn presented a pitiable scene of ruin and 


utter desolation. Ria a 
On every hand rose the moans of the in- 
juread and the grief of their friends and 
were blocked 
the storm's 
and for some time it was impossible to 
anacctrate lst of the sufferers of the 
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terrible visitation, The one given above is 
believed to cover all the casualties, and the 
number of houses wrecked by the storm is 
fairly complete. 

As soon as the more fortunate of the peo- 
ple of the little city recovered from the frst 
shock of the calamity efforts were at once 
Ulrected to caring for the injured. 

They were taken to the homes of those who 
had escaped the storm’s wrath and cared 
for by willing hands, and the doctors of the 
village dressed their wounds. 

There is little hope forat leasttwo of the 
most seriously wounded, and they will 
hardly live through the day. 

Some of the freaks of the storm were mar- 
vellous. Here a house was literally lifted 
from the ground and scarce a _ vestige 
of it left, while a neighboring residence 
seemed to have escaped with com- 
paratively little injury. Stone build- 
ings offer no resistance to the 
strength of the cyclone’s fury. This 
fact was fully attested by the fate which 
overtook the handsome and solid structure 
occupied as a residence by Peter Kardell. 

It was crumbled to a shapeless mass as 
though it had beenatoy house, with scarce- 
ly one stone standing above the other over 
the foundation. 


The thriving little city of Red Bud is sit- 
uated on the Mobile & Oblo Rallroad, 
thirty-seven miles southeast of St. Louls, and 
twenty-one miles from Belleville. Beforethe 
storm struck it, it containeda population of 
about 1.500. It had four churches, two of 
which are now destroyed, a bank, two flour- 
ing mills and a good graded school building, 
which was wrecked by this morning’s 
cyclone. 

Its business men are well known in St. 
Louis, this city being the point through 
which its trading is done. 

The bulletin of the calamity was posted on 
‘Change at noon and there was general in- 
quiry about the extent of the storm’s de- 
struction. 

A telegram was received at 
fice of the H. 3B. Eggers Milling 
Co., Eighth and Clark avenue, this 
afternocn, stating that fifty houses. in all 
were destroyed. The Ex«gers Co. 
have a branch mill over there, 
which has a capacity of 300 barrels a 
day. The telegram announced that the 
cyclone dodged the mill. 

Dispatches received late this afternoon 
at the Mobile & Ohio offices stated that the 
damage would exceed $100,000. 

The Mobile & Ohio train that reached the 
city this morning did not stop at 
Red Bud. It was dark when it passed 
and nothing could be seen of the effects of 
the cyclone. The train crew did not hear of 
the storm until the next stop was made.

CASUALTIES. 


Three Men Killed by a Runaway Mexi- 
can Train. 


MONTEREY, Mexico, Nov. 17.—The grade of 
the Mexican National road from thiscity, a 
distance of ninety miles beyond Saltillo, Is 
very steep, andtwoengines are required to 
get ordinary freight trains over the Sierra 
Madre mountains above Saltillo. On Sunday 
afternoon as one of these double-headers 
was pullingatrainloada of corn up the al- 
most perpendicular mountain side twelve 
miles south of Saltillo, the coupling broke, 


releasing the caboose and six cars 
filed with cornu from the traln. 
James Martin, the conductor, and 
Frank Harwood. the rear brakeman, 
were inthe caboose, They rushed out and 
began setting brakes, but were powerless to 
stop the increasing momentum of the wild 
cars down the mountain. Withina distance 
of six miles the wild train was running at a 
speed of ninety milesan hour. Thecars Dbe- 
gan jumping the track at Buena Vista. 
Martin and Harwood went down, both meet- 
ing a terrible death, Before Saltillo was 
reached allthe cars with the exception of 
the caboose and one other had left the track. 
These continued their wild flight, passing 
through, the Saltillo yards at a rate 
or fully 120 miles an hour, ‘Lhe 
train dispatcher at Saltillo was 
terror-stricken when hesaw the wild cars 
rush by as he knew they were certain to 
crash into another double header freight 
train that was pulling up the mountain 
twenty miles below Saltillo. There was no 
telegraph office within twenty miles and no 
warning coula be given the crew of the train 
below. The caboose and loaded car Kept the 
track. Frank Davis, engineer of the up- 
train, sawthem coming down the mountain 
but too late to save himself. ILlis fireman and 
the crew of the second engine jumped and 
received but slight injuries. Davis was 
buried under a pile of corn and debr is. Both 
engines were completely dismantled. 


BURIED ALIVE. 

LovUISsIANA, Mo., Nov. 17.—Clay Buchanan, 
a boy 15 years old, was buried alive last night 
ina cave on Clinton Hillin thiscity. The 
deceased with six companions had duga 
cave in a bank of clay above a stone 
quarry and were playinginit last night by 
torchilght, when the top of the cave loosened 
by the recent rains tumbled in without any 
warning. All the boys escaped, but Clay, 
who was caught under the fall of dirt and 
entombed alive. The dirt was soon removed, 
but too late to save the boy’s life. 

FATALLY INJURED. 

ALTOONA, Pa., Nov. 17.—A freight wreck 
occurred at Allegrippus late last. Three 
inen are probably fatally injured. Thelr 


names are 8. G. Johnson, engineer; Busck, 
fireman, and a brakeman whose naine could 
not be learned. They were brought to the 
Altoona Hospital fortreatment. It is lMkely 
that Busck will die ina few hours. 


HEAD TORN OFF. 
ISHPEMING, Mich., Nov. 17.—Henry Lathe, 
ship tender at the Queen mine, had his head 


torn from his body yesterday. Hie rang the 
bell and attempted to get onthe ship, but 
failea, He was married and leaves a widow 
and three children in Finland.

Grover Cleveland Will Suffer No Dicta- 
tion From Party Bosses—Much Specu- 
lation Concerning Probable Legisla- 
tion by the Democratic Congress—Cab- 
inet Guesswork—Folitical News.

the published statement that at a 
dinner at the Victoria Hotel, at which 
Mr. Cleveland met the Tammany leaders, 
he made promisesand stipulations to them 
inreturn for their support at his election, 
The editorial says: 

Thetruth as to what the rractitioners on 
Mr. Cleveland’s courage and freedom learned 
is this: They learned that Mr. 
Cleveland would make no prom- 
ises or anything of the sort to 
any of them, or to or for any others 
through them; that he had not sought the 
nomination, which, on the contrary, had 
sought him; that he considered the ticket in 
this State a matter of much more importance 
to them than to him; that herepelled the 
idea that his Democracy was questionable by 
them or doubtable by anyone; they knew he 
was aware who had been his friends before 
the nomination, and he would know who had 
and who had not been his _ friends 
after election ; that he would have 
no friends to reward on accounnt 
of friendship and no former opponents 
to punish onaccount of the former opposi- 
tion; that he would goto electionor defeat 
equally free and absolutely uncommitted, but 
that if the Democratic peopleand ticket were 
beaten inthis State Dy the Democratic ma- 
chine, another Democratic organization was 
ready totakeits place at once, and thatin 
such case the youngest man present would 
not live years enough to see that machine 
sufficiently strong to win or betray a cause 
thereafter, or one oftheir number ever sit- 
ting in a State or national convention again. 

Last night at adinner given bythe Man. 
hattan Single Tax Club Mr. Thomas F. 
Shearman of Brooklyn said thatat the now 
historical dinner there were present Messrs. 
Cleveland, Whitney, Dickinson, Sheehan, 
Edward Murphy, Jr., and Richard Croker. 

‘*Mr. Cleveland has not told me anything 
about the pledges he made,’’ said Mr. Shear- 
man,‘*‘bdut there happens to De a telephone in 
the room where that dinner was held which 
has conveyed to me what happened.’’ 

Mr. Shearman then pictured Lieut.-Gov. 
Sheehan as standing upand addressing Wr. 
Cleveland on the subject of pledges. Mr. 
Cleveland replied to Mr. Sheehan:

CABINET GUESSERS. 


THEY ARGUE THAT NEW MEN WILL COMPOSE 
CLEVELAND’S OFFICIAL FAMILY. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The cabinet guessers 
now agree on one thing, that outside of 
Whitney the elght members of Cleveland’s 
official family will be new men. 

Mr. Bayard, who was Mr. Cleveland’s 
Secretary of State, isn’t likely to be tendered 
that portfolio again, even if Mr. Whitney 
should ultimately conclude to decline the 
honor. Senator Gray of Mr. Bayard’s State 
in that eventis most apttobe tendered the 
position.” Mf. Bayard, however, will not be 


entirely ignored, and gossip has It he will be 
sent as Minister to one of the more important 
posts. 

There is one man outside of the big cam- 
paign managers who is sure to De remein- 
bered by the l’resident-elect, and by those 
who ought to know it Is said that Mr, Cleve- 
land is wililng to give him any recognition he 
may choose. That man is Gen. ‘*Pat’’ 
Colitns of Boston, Collins, it will be remem- 
bered, stood by Mr. Cleveland In all the heat 
of the Chicago battle. and the President-eiect 
declared to his close friends at that time that 
if fortune favored him Mr.Collins would have 
no cause to regret the stand he took. 

Collins can havea Cabinet position if he 
chooses, but itis thought the Boston Collec- 
torship would be more to his liking. Collins 
isn’ta rich man and he doesn’t fancy the gay 
and expensive life of a Cabinet officer. 

And speaking of the nandicap aman in 
moderate circumstances would experience 
in going into the Cabinet, one of Chairman 
Harrity’s triends said if he should accept the 
Postmaster-Generalship, it would be at a 
great financial sacrifice. Mr. Harrity 1s sec- 
retary of the Pennsylvania Commonwealth 
atanannual salary of $16,000. He has three 
more yearsto serve. In addition tothis he 
is President of a Philadelphia company 
which nets him something like $10,000a year. 
Only one of the Cabinet officers, the Secre- 
tary of the ‘ireasury, receives a salary of 
more than $8,000, so if Mr. Harrity should 
enter the Cabinet as Postmaster-General it 
would be at a loss of $18,000 a year. 

A movement developed in Washington yes- 
terday looking tothe selection of Gen. W. 8. 
Rosecrans as Secretary of Warin Mr. Cleve- 
land’scabinet. Strangely enough the move- 
ment is headed by an ex-Confederate, Capt. 
J. W. Searle, anda meeting of the friends of 
**Old Rosy’’ was held yesterday to take 
action in the matter. It is understood 
that Capt. Searle has been in com- 
munication with soldiers of the ‘‘iost 
cause’’ in all portions of the 
South and he says he has received many let- 
ters favorable to Gen. Rosecrans’ selection 
from men who wore the ywray. It is under- 
stood alsothat a powerful organization of 
ex-Union soidiers will co-operate in bring- 
ing influence to bear on the President-elect 
in the old General’s behalf. 

It is also announced with the utmost 
positiveness that President-elect Cleveland 
has decided to appoint Gen. Isaac 8S. Catiin 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., Commissioner of VPen- 
sions. 


NATIONAL LEGISLATION.

SPECULATION ABOUT THE PROBABLE ACTION OF 
THE SENATE ON TARIFF BILLS. 


New YorK, Nov. 17.—President-elect Cleve- 
land is counseling with the leading men of 
his party who are now in New York on the 
best policy to be pursued as to tariff legisla- 
tion. The fact is recognized that it is just 
possible the Republicans will attempt some 
shrewd politics when the Senate reconvenes. 
Senator Morrillhas given a hint as to the 
possible attitude of the Republicans. He 
says the Senate may pass these bills, with 
some amendments, and claim that inasmuch 
as the country has spoken for tariff reform, 
the friends of thetariff will revise the law 


themselves. They may attempt to steal 
Democratic thunder by rushing the several 
measures through. senator Carlisle hardly 
thinks this probable, but believes it possible. 

Mr. Cleveland fully recognizes that ce yeg & in 
tariff legisiation might place the party ina 
faise | t before the country, and will prob- 


i 
ably advise that the present House pass a bill 
providing for a Tari Commission, such as 


was named in 1983. Mr, Clevetand, on coming | 
into office, could name the commissioners, 
and they would be able to present a report for 
actionas soon as the Fifty-third Oongress 
meets. Mr. Cleveland believes this would be 
the better plan. If such a course were not 
followed consideratios of appropriation bills

The silver question will probably bob up 
again at the next session of the present Con- 
gress. The Bland bill has been defeated twice, 
but the silver menare likely to insist upon 
another vote.

He thinks no action should 
be taken until after the Monetary Commission 
meets. 


SENATOR VEST. 


HE SAYS FREE TRADE PURE AND SIMPLE IS 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


KANSAS Ci1Ty, Mo., NOV. 17.—Senator Vest 
started for Washington yesterday. Before 
leaving he said in an interview that the Dem- 
ocrats would proceed Cautiously in reform- 
ing the tariff and would notsmashthe Mc- 
Kinley bill asa blacksmith would destroy a 
watch. Free trade, pure and simple, he 
said, was impossible, for the only proper 
way to raise money tocarry onthe Govern- 
ment was by a customs tariff. The tariff, 


however, would be revised along conserva- 
tive linesin sucha manneras tolessen the 
cost of living tothe common people. The 
Senator ridiculed the idea of an extra session 
of Congress to deal with thetariffmf ‘*‘*Mr. 
Cleveland,’’ he said, *‘is too level-headed 
for any such nonesense. He does not believe 
in a cavalry charge upon the existing system 
of taxation and finance and he will proceed 
siowly.’’

SAGE ADVICE OFFERED BY A LONDON NEWS- 
PAPER. 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Times, commenting 
on the speeches of Messrs. Depew and Reid 
at the New York Chamber of Commerce ban- 
quet on Tuesday night, says: The eager- 
ness of the defeated partyto abrogate the 
McKinley law !fsin itself sufficient to inspire 
the victors with caution. Mr. Cleveland has 
other and better reasons fordelay. The Mc- 
Kinley tariff enlists the support of a power- 
ful body of capitalists and numbers of work- 


ingmen, and although their forces were van- 
quished bythe overpowering movement of 
public opinion, it is not destrable to make 
their defeat too painful and ruinous. A 
change from the most monstrous absurdities 
of McKinleyism to sometting like an endura- 
ble tariff? will probably be slowand tenta- 
tive, but it cannot be long postponed, nor 
can it be restricted within narrow Iimits. 


GENERAL POLITICS, 


CIVIL SERVICE RULE EXTENSION CAUSING A 
TREMOR, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 17.—The proepos!i- 
tion to extend thecivil service rules to the 
Government printing office has caused a 
good deal of discussion in this city, as it 
might affect the fortunes of a large number 
of employes now subject toappointment and 
dismissal through politicalinfiluence. Presi- 
dent Lyman ofthe Civil Service Commission 
says that there are two obstacles which stand 
between the commission and its desires in 
the matter. One is the jealousy of the 
typorgaphical union and the other is 
the difficulty of providing a prac- 
tical examination of applicants for appoint- 
ment as printers. He feels that the first ob- 
Stacie might be removed upona fair presen- 
tation of the case tothe unions themselves. 
The second, the lack of facilities for examin 
ation, night be removed by setting apart 
sufficient room in the Government printing 
ofice for examinations, which would necessa- 
rily all be conducted in Washington. 


OFFENSIVE PARTISANS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 17.—On Friday last 
Gov. Flower wrote to each of the three Civil 
service Commissioners and demanded their 
resignations. Thecommissioners are Alex- 
ander C. Eustace of Elmira; Willlam A. Poste 
of New York and John A. Sleicher of Albany, 
the latter is the only Republican on the 
board. They were all appointed by Gov. 
Hill. Treachery to their party ts said to be 
the motive of the Governor in demanding the 
resignation of the Democrats, and ‘‘offensive 
partisanship’’ in the case of the Republican. 
The Civil service Commissioners are ap- 
pointed by the Governor and are removable 
at will. The salary of the office Is $2,000a 
year with expenses incurred in the line of 
duty. 


TENNESSEE RETURNS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 17.—Official returns 
from 84 out of 97 counties of this State re- 
ceived by the Secretary of State give Cleve- 
land 128,628; Harrison, 84,7449; Weaver, 23,044; 
Bldwell, 4,358. The remaining counties will 
notappreciably change the plurality of Cleve- 
land over Harrison. These returns, with an 
additional county not officially reported, 
give for Governor: Turner (Dem.), 123,239; 
Winstead (Rep.). 91,167; Buchanan (Ind. and 
Pop. ), 3,350; Kast (Pro.), 5,266. The remain: 
ing counties wlll vary Dut little from these 
ratios. 

BLACKBURN HOOTED DOWN,

MADE A CANVASS, 


How the Petition Against Vicar-Gen- 
eral Brady Was Gotten Up. 


FRS. ZIEGLER, M’CABE, M’CAFFREY AND 
FOLEY’S TOUR IN A CARRIAGE. 


Nearly All the Pastors in the OCity Vis- 
ited and Requested to Sign a Memor- 
rial to the Archbishops Kequesting 
That One of Four Bish ops Named Be 
Appointed Coadjutor. 


The opposition to Vicar-General Brady as 
coadjutor to Archbishop Kenrick has taken 
very definite shape. Last night a petition 
signed bya majority of the priestsof this 
diocese was forwarded to the Archbishops of 
the country now in ~session at New 
York. A telegram had been previously 
sent to Archbishop Corrigan asking 
him to see that nothing was done in the mat- 
ter until the priests of this city were heard 
from by mail. The document sent In last night 
stated thatthe selections of the signers for 
the office were Bishops Spaulding, Kain and 
Fitzgerald and Bishop Martin Marty of Sioux 
Falis,S.D. The latter was put on in defer- 
ence to the German priests. . 

The petition is acknowledged even Dy the 
signers not so much to represent the choice 
of the priests for the office as to signify their 
opposition to the Vicar-General. Thatis the 
meaning of the petition and forthat one end 
it was gottenup. The document was signed 
by the German priests and represents a 
strong and united opposition to Fr. Brady. 

A CLERICAL CANVASS, 

The methods by which the stgnatures to 
the petition were obtained reveals the fact 
that the members of the clergy are not 
one whit behind the laity when it 
comes to making an active and vigorous can- 
vass. It was stated in this paper 
some time ago that the priests 
were again taking steps to have their 
right in the naming of a coadjutor 
recognized, and the subject was discussed at 
informal gatherings aithough no yveneral 
meetings were held as contemplated. The 
announcement that the Archbishop had 
selected Fr. Brady to represent him at the 
Archiepiscopal conclave coming right on the 
heels of the announcement that his grace 


' had received an intimation from the propa- 


the was clear 
at Rome for selection of 
his coadjutor, rattled the opposition and 
they dropped all plans but what would tend 
to circumvent Fr. Brady’s growing ascend: 
ancy. The matter crystallizea into 
form last week when Frs. James 
McCabe, McCaffrey and Ziegler, three 
of the oldestand best known priests ofthe 
diocese, decided on sharp and aggressive ac- 
tion. ‘they dispatched a telegramto New 
York asking that the St. Louls mat- 
ter be held back until they were 
heard from. Then on the following 
day they drew up the petition and after hir- 
ing a carriage drove around to the different 
pastors of the city to secure their signatures, 
While making the rounds they picked up Kev. 
Foley, assistant pastor of the Holy Angels. 
The way had been paved for them to 
some extent and thev met with few 
rebuffs although some surprise was expressed 
that they should ha7e been the canvassers as 
Frs. McCabe and McCaffrey were thought to 
be a personal friends of the Vicar-Gen- 
eral.

NEARLY ALL SIGNED. 

Some few priests who were supposed to be 
adherents of Fr. Brady afflxed their names 
to the petition when they. saw who were the 
solicitors. They ran againsta snag, however, 
when they encountered Fr. Brennan of St. 
Lawrence O’Toole’s Church. The learned 
astronomer was at supper when the party 
called on him and he completely nonplussed 
them when he refused to affix his 
Signature to the petition. His refusal 
was due tothe fact that he was averse tothe 
whole agitation, not because of any personal 
preference to Fr. Brady. At St. Téresa’s 
Church the party did not find Fr. Connolly 
at home. Otherwise they were uniformly 
successful as wherever they Knew they 
would not be likely tobe successful they re- 
frained from calling. The fact that 
nearly half the signatures were 
those of German priests occasioned 
some surprise, but it emphasises the fact 
that racial prejudices have been laid aside in 
this case. 

Two Phelan and 
Fr. Galter had an interview the 
outcome of which was that the rep- 
resentative German paster agreed to join 
with the American priests in petitioning for 
their right to havea voicein the coadjutor- 
ship matter. Subsequent events show that 
they have also joined with them in 
opposition to Fr. Brady. After meeting Fr.

Walsh regarding their movements in the 
matter. He beld an interview with the latter 
pastor, and is said to; have urged him to 
visit the Archbishop personally and inform 
him of the views of the priests of the city re- 
garding the coadjutorship.

Walsh Is 
sald to have called on the Archbishop, but 
what effect it will have upon the prelate can- 
not be Known. 

THE OUTCOME UNCERTAIN. 

Those of the clergy who did not sign the 
petition are very indignant overthe matter, 
and the feeling throughout the 
diocese over thd outcome 1s very 
uncertain, Among both sides the senti- 
ment this morning was that the upshot of the 
whole matter would bea further delay, per- 
haps a final postponement of the matter. 

Ihe venerable Archbishop is reported by 
priests who have seen him lately, 
and by one who saw him as late as 
this morning, to bein better health and live- 
lier in disposition than at any time since the 
jubllee. One priest remarked: ‘‘He looKs as 
if ten years had been lifted off his shoulders.’’

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LAPSE FROM FAITH. 
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Rev. Henry Preserved Smith On Trial 


for Heresy. 


TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN THE CINCIN- 
NATI PRESBYTERY. 


The Liberal Minister Advised by the 
Prosecution to Withdraw From the 
Church—Second Session of the Arch- 
bishops’ Conference—A War of Words 
—Religious Miscellany. 


CINCINNATI, O,, Nov. 17.—Another struggle 
over the minutes occupied the first portion 
of the session of the Cincinnati Presbytery 
this morning in its trial of the Rev. Henry P. 
Smith. Itappeared that the minutes were 
made to show the reason ,why_ the 
court sustained the ruling of the 
Moderator upon Pro f. Smith’s objection to 
the argument ofthe Rev. McKibben. The 
minutes were recommitted to the Committee 
on Minutes, with instructions to ask the 
Moderator to write out his reasons for the 
ruling and say nothing about what reasons 
influenced the court in sustaining the Moa- 
erator. 

The Rev. T. O. Lowe began his part of the 
argument on behalfof the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee. It was necessarily going over the 
same line of argument pursued by his prede- 
cessor, the Rev. Mr. McKibben, and was toa 
great extent an amplification of the 
effort to sustain the sufficiency of 
the indictment proposed by the committee. 
Alf that was necessary, he said, in the indict- 
ment, was to make it sufficient to put the ac- 
cusedon Nis defense. The Committee on 
Prosecution had only to make a case on 
prima facie evidence. 

Hej stepped asiae in his argument at one 
time tosay that Prot. Smith, under the de- 
mands of Christian honor, ought to leave the 
Presbyterian Church, He defined Christian 
honor as ordinary business honor. He 
charges Prof. Smith with teaching that 
a minister may  =—rightfully remain in 
a church after he has_ violated his 
vows to the church. Several times 
during the latter portion of his remarks 
Prof. Smith objected that Dr. Lowe was 
abandoning the question at issue, 
namely, the sufficiency of the in- 
dictment, and was speakigg on the 
question of the charges themselves. Dr. 
Lowe had not finished his argument at the 
noon recess. After he concludes Prof. Smith 
will take the floor again. It is not possible 


toend the case to-day, and by the vote of 
yesterday it willthen go overuntil Monday. 


PRESBYTERIAN SEMINARIES. 
CnicaGo, ill., Nov. 17.—The Committee on 
Theological Seminaries, appointed at the 
last session of the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly at Portland, Ore., held the first of 
its regular sessions here to-day. The com- 


mittee will meet daily from 10 a. 
m. to 12:30 .- RB, Rem 2:0 ws 
p. m., and from 6 to 10 p. m. The 
result of the proceedings will be 
awaited with interest by Presbyterians 
throughout the country. The committee Is 
composed of leading clergymen and elders of 
the Presbyterian church, They have impor- 
tant work for empowering the appointment 
of a committee which will be authorized 
to ‘‘draw upa plan to secure more direct re- 
lationshid with and control of the Presbyte- 
rian theological seminaries.’’ The immediate 
cause for such a resolution being offered was 
**the growth of heresy in the Presbyterian 
theological institutions.’’ 

The jast few years have developed widely 
divergent methods of teaching, as well as a 
great difference in the views asto doctrinal 
points on the part of those in charge of the 
theological schools, and two trials for heresy 
from Presbyterian theological seminaries are 
now in  progress—that of Dr. — 
of Union Seminary of New York, 
and of Dr. Smith of Lane Seminary, Cin- 
cinnati. The committee will make the 
report to the next General Assembly, which 
meets in May at Washington City. he Rev. 
Dr. G. P. Hayes of Kansas City was chosen 
chairman, He was taken sick soon after 
reaching Chicagojand was compelled to go 
home.

Some think that the parochial schools 
should be allowed a share of the school taxes 
raised by the State commensurate to the 
amounts paid in taxes by } parents whose 
childen attend the parochial schools. 
Others favor a compromise by 
which these schools will be subject to in- 
spection by State officials, and one or two 
deem it advisable for Catholic children to at- 
tend public schools under certain restric- 
tions. The presence of Archbishop Satolll, 
the papal obligate, is evidence of the import- 
ance of this conference and the result of its 
deliberations are certain to have an import- 
ant bearing upon the future of the Catholic 
Church in this country.’’ 

It is expected that the conference will con- 
clude to-day, but very little of the work done 
will be made public, and the extent and form 
in which that shall be done will also be de- 
cided upon by the assembled archbishops.

The German priests were, it 
issafd, not backward in expressing their 
opinion of Fr. Corrigan for his allusions 
to them and their societies. According toa 
priest who was present at the conference, 
the Bishop decided to answer the charges 
made by the priests by getting an expression 
of opinion from all the priests In the diocese 
in the form ofa circular, which was dis- 
tributed among them for signatures, A dls- 
cussion arose over this circular, which grew 
in bitterness unti! the Bishop forbade further 
remarks, and peremptorily adjourned the 
meeting. What the outcome will be remains 
to be seen.

‘ADDRESS BEFORE THE SOCIETY. 


The Business Session Adjourned Sine 
Die After a Forénoon of Quick Work 
—Gen. D. B. Henderson of Iowa the 
Orator for Next Year—Chickamauga 
and Chattanooga Military Park Com- 
mittee—This Afternoon’s Programme— 
To-Night’s Toasts. 


The second day’s business session of the 
society of the Army of the Tennessee was 
called to order at l00’clock this morning by 
Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, President, in the 
ladies’ ordinary of the Lindell. On the stage 
with Gen. Dodge and the other ofi- 
cers of the society sat Fr.

facing him, Afterrapping the meeting to or- 
der, Gen. Dodge arose and said: 

‘*‘Comrades, Fr. Sherman is present with 
us to-day, and I know it will give this society 


much pleasure to have him address its mem- 
bers.’’ 

With this brief and simple introduction Fr. 
Sherman arose and advanced tothe front of 
the platform amidst loud applause. He said 
in substance: 

FR. SBHERMAN’S ADDRESS. 

Gehtliemen of the Society of the Army of the Ten- 
nestcoo—i have something I wish to say to you about 
my father’s grave. On the occasion of your visit to 
Calvary Cemetery pemnesey lfelt that it would be 
more comfortable for you to know that the grave 
had been made properly secure.

Gentlemen, I asked permission to speak to you 
because [havea worlof personal welcome. \ou 
have been welcomed by the Governor of the State 
end other distinguished citizens.

As thatson, and as 
your brother, I extend to you a hearty welcome. 

You koow there were some honors thet my 
father did not crave, but there were others which he 
cherished keenly. lsaw him write a telegram once, 
in answer to an urgent appeal jor him to consent 
te accept the nomination for i’resident 
of the United States. Without removing his cigar 
from hisiips, he wrote: *! wilil net accept the noimi- 
nation: Il will notserve if elected.’’

A Conductor Gives: His Testimony in a 
Divorce Case—Court News.

The third witness was Sam Jones, not the 
religious revivalist but 21-year-old conductor 
onthe Vandeventer avenue branch of the 
Lindell Railway. Sam testified that In May 
last he had noticed **two girls 
trying to fiirt’’ with him on 
Vandeventer avenue near Finney. He paid 
no attention to them at first, but after keep- 
ingitup fora couple of days they boarded 
his car one afternoon near Page avenue, and 
when he wentinto collect his fares, one of 
them said: *‘*‘Weare goingto take a ride 
with you.’’ 

This took him. back so much that he 
blushed. Thenthe other sald: ‘‘Why, don’t 
you Know us? We are the girls that were 
flirting with you.’’ 

This settled it, and Sam said they rode as 
far as the Fair Grounds, where he 
had a little chat with them before 
returning. After this Fam said he 
became quite solid with both of them, and 
was accustomed to goin and see one or the 
other ata little store nearthe Pastime Club 
on Vandeventeravenue. This platonic friend- 
ship existed, so Sam states, through the 
summer, untili‘‘some one’’ freported him 
‘*for something. ’’:

SAVED BY A FLASH. 


Sergt. Con O’Donnell’s Narrow Escape 
From Being Killed. 

HE SAW THE GLISTEN OF THE REVOL- 
VER IN THE DARE. 


James Schultz, a Wife-Beater, Attempted 
to Brain Himina Room With a Pisto 
—Attorneys Claimthe Same Olients— 
Greek Meets Greek-—Police News in 
General. 


While makingan arrest at midnight last 
night, Sergt. Con O’Donnell of the Second 
District narrowly escaped with his life. He 
was walking his precinct when he heard the 
screams of a woman in 922 Wyoming 
avenue. Before he could reach the 
place a woman and two children fran 
out of the house and rushingtothe Sergeant 
clung to him for protection. The woman said 
her husbvand, James Schultz, was drunk and 
crazy, and was up-stairs breaking the furni 
ture to pleces with chairs and legs of tables. 
He had knocked over the lampa broken it, 
and she and the children ran out of 
the house, fearing the place would 
catch fire. O’Donnell went to the 
foot of the stairs and commanded the 
husband to come down. He was still smash- 
ing the furniture inthe dark, but when he 
heard the officer’s voice he desisted. As he 
did not come down immediately Sergt. 
O’Donnell went after him. When he reached 
the head of the stairs and peered around the 
dark room he saw the outline of a form not 
three feet from him and also saw the flash of 
steelasit was raised above his head. He 
threw his arm up and dodged just 
as the butt end ofa double barreled shotgun 
descended. Itstruck hisarm before falling 
on hishead. Ashe ducked he jumped for- 
ward and struck Schultzedn the pit of the 
stomach with his shoulder. The blow had 
the effectof doubling Schultz over O’ Don: 
nell’s back. O’Donnell, thinking it was a 
further assault, suddenly rose to an erect 
postureand hurled Schultz bodily through 
the alr and down the stairs. O’Donnell 
followed, butina different manner. Atthe 
foot of the stairs he found Schultg rising to 
his feetand readytofight. A few biows of 
the fist quieted Aim until he reached the 
pavement and from there to the police 
station two biocks away Schultz fought, but 
only succeeded in making himself a 
punching bag for the officer. This 
morning his wife was incourt as a witness 
against him, but some saloon (friends of 
Schultz drove her out ofthe courtroom and 
away from the building. This fact was ex- 
plained to Judge Morris whenthe case came 
up and he continued it until to-morrow, giv- 
ing orders atthe same time to have the 
womanincvourt. Schultz is a stout, thick-set 
man weighing about 200 pounds, and had he 
hit O’Donnell on the head with the full force 
of the blow he intended he would probably 
have killed him, 


Greek Met Greek. 


Greek met Greek last Tuesday evening on

The two combined to drive Mannousus 
out of the Dusiness he claims, and make him 
take up theless lucrative business of selling 
tinware. Last Tuesday ‘‘Viacho’’ decided 
to push the matter and all day 
long, so Mannousus alleges, followed 
him from place to place and located his 
candy stand beside his. Finally at 5:30 
o’clock Mannonsus took a stand on Broad- 
way and Washineton avenue and declared he 
would stay. ‘‘Vilacho’’ tried to move him 
and hot words followed. ‘*Viacho’’ ended 
the dispute, the prosecutor averred, 
by hurling A stone he had  0»been 
currying in his pocket all day at Mannousus’ 
head and hitting him under the left -eye.

’ New Yorx, Nov. 17.—The presidents of the 
trunk lines have entered into an agreement, 
which, if carried out, will end most of the 
warfare between the companies. They have 
agreed that a pool, pure and simple, is the 
only solution of the railroad question, and 
have outlined all the details of the new com- 
pact. The establishment of a pool had 
always been regarded asa useless challenge 
of the law, but the situation has become s0 
desperate that the presidents saw no other 
way out of the mire. 

The seriousness of the situation brought 
together an unusually large attendance. 
President George B. Roberts and Vice-Presi- 
dent Frank Thomson represented the Penn- 
syivania; President Charles F. Mayer and 
Vice-Presidents Orlando Smith and C. K. 
Lord the Baltimore & Ohio; President Depew 
and Vice-President H. J. Hayden the New 
York Central; General Manager L. J. Sar- 
geant the Grand Trunk; President T. P. Fow- 
ler the New York, Ontarip & Western; Third 
Vice-President W. 8. Sligan the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western; President Jonn King 
and Vice-Presidents E. B. Thomas and 
George H. Vaillans’ th Erie; General 
Freight Agent P. Y. Wyke the Jersey Cen- 
tral, and General Traffic Manager John 
Taylor and General Freight Agent B. H. Baill 
the Reading system.

President Roberts, 
Chairman of the Board of Presidents, said 
that it was clearthat they had come forall 
the trunk lines to act in harmony. He was 
sure that the strong lines were ready to 
make any reasonable concessions that 
would = satisfy the so-called weaker 
roads. If it was simply a matter of 
weaker companies getting a certain amount 
or tonnage, he wasrenady for the Pennsyl- 
Vania to guarantee thema fixed amount. 
President Depew of the New York Central 
echoed this sentiment. To accomplish this 
Mr. Roberts said that of course a pool would 
be necessary, but the terrors of law, he intl- 
mated, need not interfere with the plan. 

‘*The benefits that will accrue toallthe 
companies,’’ he said, ‘‘are manifest. We 
shaliall geta fair recompense for hauling 
traffic and allantagonism can easily be re- 
moved.’’ 

A lengthy discussion ensned and the out- 
come was that they decided to leave the ad- 
justiment of percentages of west-bound com- 
petitive tonnage to Commissioner Goddard, 
who willusethe average that each of the 
roads carried during the pastthree yearsasa 
basis. As suggested by Messrs. Roberts and 
Depew, the commissioner will allow a slight 
advantage to the weaker lines. The New

een allotted, Commissioner Goddard will 
so adjust the present differentials that the 
weaker roads may be better able to hold 
their own. In case these differentials shouid 
give the small roads more traffic or Isss traf- 
fic than they are entitled to the commissioner 
will be asked to make a new adjustment. 

To enable Commissioner Goddard to suit all 
the companies as far as possible, an agree- 
ment that has been signed by all the presi- 
dents and authorized representatives pro- 
vides that each company shall have a bhear- 
ing before the Commissioner before he fixes 
the percentages. Afterthe allotmentif any 
company is dissatisfied it may appealto Mr. 
Aldace F. Walker as an arbitrator, whose de- 
cision with Mr. Goddard’s concurrence 
will be final. Mr. Walker is Chairman 
of the Western Traffic Association and 
ex-Interstate Commerce Commissioner. 
East-bound freight traffic will be treated 
similarly tothe west-bound traffic later on, 
There is already a planfor distributing pas- 
senger traffic, but it has been practically in- 
operative. Firstand second-class traffic are 
divided by percentages and at the end of cer- 
tain periods adjustment is made by diverting 
immigrant business. The presidents will 
give orders to have it enforced to the letter, 
Itis claimed that passenger pool is not ille- 
gal. The conclusions about World’s Fair 
rates were in accordance with the new 
aureement. Onregular trains schéduled at 
thirty-five hours or less between Chicago and 
New York present rateswiil be maintained. 
During the Exposition onall trains sched- 
uled at more than thirty-five hours 380 per 
cent reduction may be made. Several ofthe 
raliroads require more than thirty-five 
hours for the trip from New York to Chicago 
and they will offer a reduced rate, It should 
besaid, however, that many cheap ex- 
cursion trains will be runat ratesto be set 
by the commissioners. 


NAVY REPAIRS. 


Further Appropriations Needed to Carry 
Them On. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 17.—Commodore 
Farquhar, Chief ofthe Bureauof Yards and 
Docks, in his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Navy, expresses regret that the ap- 
propriations for the maintenance of the 
navy yardshas been so limited that it has 
not been possible to keep pace in repair with 
the deterioration. Great permanent im- 
provements have been made, however, in 
the several yards. The Commodore says 
there is great necessity fora dry dock on the 
New Engiand coast capable of taking the 
larwest battleships, and he pointstothe pos- 
sibly disastrous result of anaval combat olf 
that coast without facilities for repairs. The 
same could be said ofthe necessity of a dry 
dock on the guifcoast. Stress is laid upon 
the necessity for an increase in the number 
of civil engineers to meet the demands of the 
service and legisiation is suggested looking 
to the increase of the corps to twenty—twelve 
to be civil engineers and eight to be assistant

PETROFF UNDER COVER. 


The State Department Expert Is Not in 
San Francisco. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 17.—It was re- 
ported here that Ivan Petroff, who deceived 
the United States Governiment about Behring 
Sea statistics, was at hig home in San Fran- 
cisco, but he cannot be found. He Is not at 
the house he lived itn before he went to Wash- 
ington. Petroff was well known.about the 


newspaper offices in this city prior to his 
work for the Government In Alaska. Heisa 
tussian, and for some time was a composlitor 
on one of the daily papers, and at times con- 
tributed toits newsand editorial columns. 
But the palming ofa London Times leader on 
the paper where he was employed as original, 
destroyed his usefulness as a contributor. 


When the officials of the State Department 
at Washington began the preparation of the 
case of the United States on the Behring Sea 
seal fisheries question for submission before 
the arbitrators, the name of Ivan Petroffas 
a writer on’the resources of Alaska ap- 
peared more frequently than any other, and 
inquiry was made for him. 

It was learned that he had taken the cen- 
sus of Alaska forthe United States Govern- 
ment in 1880 and 1890, and had written the 
monograph issued by the Bureau of Statistics 
ofthe Treasury Department on Alaska. In 
addition to this he had also assisted Hubert 
llowe Bancroft in the preparatéon of the lat- 
ter’s history of the Territory. Mr.tPetroft 
was thereupon summoned to the State Le- 
partment and intrusted with the examina- 
tion into and compilation of certain facts 
relating to the sealing industry. In the 
study of his data oye of the Government’s 
attorneys discovered ab error, Which led to 
further investigation, the result being to 
show, itis said, that nearly the entire infor- 
mation furnished by Petroff had been fals!- 
fled, and in a manner which leftno doubt of 
a willfal intent to decelve. 

This discovery astounded the officials. The 
information had already been incorporated 
in the case of this Government as sent to 
London and formeda partofthe arch upon 
which the United States claim against Great 
Critain rested. 

The British Government was at once notl- 
fled that the United States had been led into 
errors of statement and was 
correction would be made when the suple- 
montary papers are submitted. 

The discovery of Petroff’s talse statements 
has delayed the meeting of the International 
Board of Arbitration until some date in 
February not yet determined.

TEXAS LAND SUIT. 


Litigation Begun to Secure a Lost In- 
heritance.

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~ AGRARIAN RELIEF. | 


Legislation Demanded by the British 
Farming Class, 


MRE. GLADSTONE’S GOVERNMENT FORCED 
TO TAKE ACTION. 


Crespo Hasan Opportunity to Place Ven- 
ezucla Among Leading South Ameri- 
can States—Panama Canal Matters to 
Endin Criminal Prosecution—General 
News—Brief Cablegrams. 


Lorpon, Nov. 17,—The rapid growth of the 
agitation among the farming classes and 
their demands for legislation which may 
palliate the depression in agriculture has 
precipitated government action in this dl- 
rection. Among the cabinet committees 
preparing measures for the next session of 
Parliament the latest appointed is that on 
agrarian bills. Itis not likely that the gov- 
ernment policy will take definite shape until 
after the national conference on agriculture 
has shown what the majority of the farmers’ 
delegates are inclined to consider the best 
legislative course totake. The composition 
of the Cabinet Committee showsthe ten- 
dency of the Government. The Rt. Hon, H. 
Fowler, President of the Local Government 
Board and Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, are to be its inspiring forces. 
With them are associated, through holding 
posts outside the cabinet, Mr. Herbert Garda- 
ner, the Minister of Agriculture, and €fir 
Walter Foster, Under Secretary of the Local 
Gov ernment Board. Nothing can be ex- 
pected from this committee which would in 
the least savor of protection. Nor wil! they 
venture to apply to English ‘and Scotch 
janded interests the ‘‘three F’s,’* which will 
be the war cry of the distressed Irish tenant- 
farmers. This, combined with the exceeding 
readiness of the conservative opposition to 
offer whatever inducements will bring 
the farmer and agricultural laborer 
to their side, will compel Mr. Gladstone into 
proposing not merely a make-shift, but some 
really crucialremedies. Mr. Morley is under- 
stood to favor the creation of land courts in 
Great Britain, the abolition of titles and such 
extension of the small holdings act as will 
make the acquisition of land easier both to 
small farming capitalists and, through State 
loans, to the agricultural laborer. Mr. Mor- 
ley joined the committee at Mr. Giadstone’s 
specialrequest. He does not appear to con- 
sider himself overweighted with Irish affairs, 
as he accepted wiilingly additional responsi- 
bilities, connected with agrarian reforms. 

Mr. Gardner’s action in prohibiting the 
import of Canadian live cattle has offended a 
considerable section of radicals, who 100K 
upon it as both unnecessary and asan un- 
wise adhesion to his conservative prede- 
cessor’s policy. Mr. Chaplin, when Minister 
of Agriculture, was attacked by the Liberal 
organs as following a system of protection in 
his edicts against American live stock and 


his embargoes on continental cattle. Mr. 
Gardner did not take a step which 
has disappointed Liberals without con- 
sulting the Cabinet. The Canadian 
prohibition was in fact discussed 
in all its bearings at a Cabinet 


council before Mr. Gardner was allowed to 
issue itand was finally agreed to asa neces- 
sity which must be faced with whatever risk 
tothe party might beinvolved. ‘the pro- 
bibition order will only have a limited effect, 
sofarasthis season is concerned, and itis 
learned that the officials atthe Board of Ag- 
riculture hope they may be able to revoke it 
before next year’s season has fairly opened. 
The trafiicin Canadian store cattle is sus- 
pended from November till May, andit Is 
both hoped and expected that during this 
interval the reports from infected districts in 
Scotiand may be such asto justify the with- 
drawal ofthe order. If not, then the trade 
in Canadian cattie is fora long period at an 
end. It has its principal center at 
Glasgow, where some fifty thousand fead 
have been consigned during the season from 
Untario, Considerabie consignments go also 
to Aberdeen and Dundee. The trafic has 
had rapid and immense development within 
recent years and will grow still more if left 
free from Government restrictions. All in- 
formation gleaned from official quarters 
proves the willingness of the Government to 
withdraw the order if sufficient reason can 
be given in Parliament where the matter will 
be debated. The Canadian Government 
could assist in causing the orderto be re- 
scinded by printing a report proving the non- 
existence of pleuro-pneumonia among Cana- 
dian cattle, 

Allthe London building trades, 
carpenters, masons, brickiayers, 
painters and builders’ laborers have won a 
substantial trades union victory. For no 
less than six months last year they con- 
tended by strike and lockouts with the Mas- 
ter Builders’ Association,the different unions 
taking the men outinsections. Under final 
arrangements with the masters’ asscciation, 
they have now obdtained a forty-elght-hour 
week, which comes into operation during 
November. The reduction in the working 
day does not affect a raise in wages ob- 
tained during the big lock-out, sothat prac- 
tically an immense number of men are get- 
ting Detter wages and fewer hours. 

The public psosecutor has had his atten- 
tion directed to the question whether Mr. I. 
S. Balfour, M. P., and the directors of the 
Liberator and other building societies now in 
liquidation ought not to be put on their trial 
forfraud. Mr. Balfour’s rise as a promoter 
of companies ranks himas a man of fertile 
resource, One whom it will be difficult to 
catch within the criminal net. Since he 
struck the promotion vein he has bought an 
estate in Oxford, built model cottages for la- 
borers, and has generally figured as a philan- 
thropist. He hasafine country seat on the 
Thames, near Dorchester, the grounds 
stretching down to the river-side, witha pri- 
vate landing stage and an elegant boat-house 
for his steam launch.

CANADA'S BRIEF IN THE BEHRING SEA CON- 
TROVERSY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 17.—Since the pub- 
lication of the Russian version of the seizure 
of Canadian sealers in the North Pacific by a 
Russian war vessel, Mr. Milne, Collector of 
Customs at Victoria, British Columbia, has, 
atthe request of Hon, Mr, Tupper, been 
busily engaged in accumulating evidence to 
offset that advanced by the Russian autho 
ties. Capt. Delevenon’s story is that t 
Canadian sealers were pursuing their voca- 
tion in Russian waters and that they were 
not 400 miles from Copper Island, as they 


themselves alleged, but were within 
the territorial waters of the Czar. 
Further affidavits which Collector 


Milne has obtained and which reached the 
Marine and Fisheries Department to-day are 
confirmatory of those forwarded some time 
ago, and clearly indicated that the Canadian 
sealers were hunting in neutral waters. 
This testimony will be forwarded to the Im- 
perial Government without delay. 

A SOCIALIST PROPHET. 

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—Frederick Engels in the 
Socialist organ Vorwartz claims that he pre- 
dicted four years ago the downfall of protec- 
tion in America, and now the second portion 
of his fulfillment, namely the destruction of 


England’s monopoly of the world’s 
trade through the advent of 
the free trade in America. Engels 


says that there will be an industrial struggle 
such as the world has never before seen; that 
the dismal story of the last decade with re- 
spect to cotton and woolen fabrics, so famil- 
lar to Lancashire operatives, will repeat it- 
self in every other field of industry, and that 
Great Britain will sink to the position of Hol- 
land unless the working classes come tothe 
rescue by adopting socialism. 


THE MARLBOROUGH SETTLEMENT. 

LONvON, Nov. 17.—Under the terms of an 
agreement thathas been made between the 
young Duke of Marlborough and the widow 
of the late Duke, the latter will be allowed 
the use of a large old house at Woodstock as 
a aower-house. This will enable the Duchess 
to live near the villagers for whom she has 
donesomuch. She also retains the town 
house. Itissaid that she will reside part of 
her timein America, coming to London for 
the season. 


A LUXURY CUT OFF. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 17.—The Turkish 
War Office has prohibited all officers below 
the rank of major to takea second wife, The 
reason given for this action is that the pay of 
such officers is not sufficient to allow them to 
supporta harem. The War Minister is un- 
popular with the soldiers’ wives, who often 
send deputations to him clamoring for the 
arrears of their husbands’ pay.

THEY ARE AROUSING GREAT INTEREST 
IN THE LOCAL ASSEMBLIES. 


The Attempt to Reduce the Terms of Offi- | 


cers From Two Years to One Fails—The 
Election Will Probably Not Take Place 
Before To-Morrow— The Proceedings 
This Morning. 


Anumber of the delegates tothe conven- 
tion of the General Assembly, Knights of 
Labor, were out lastnight attending meet- 
ings of the local assemblies and other friend- 
ly labor bodies, where questions affecting 
the welfare of laboring men are discussed. 
The St. Louls Knights are taking advantage 
of the presence of the shining lights of the 
order to secure advice upon matters of mo- 
ment and are receiving encouragement to go 
on with the work of improving the condition 
of workingmen. Delegates Brietenstein of 
Laramie, Wyo.; Langanand Riley of Brook- 
lynandT. B. Maguire of New York, spoke 
at last night’s meeting of Local 
Assembly 8,740, The machinists of that body 
are endeavoring to secure a uniform sched- 
tle of wages and wanted to hear the views 
of the visitors on the best plan to bring about 
that result. At present St. Louis machinists 
receive wages ranging from $1.50to $5 a day, 

IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 

The salesmen of ast St. Louls were ad- 
dressed by Delegates Cavanaugh of Cincin- 
nati, Dempsey of Pennsylvania, Kobertson of 
Arkansas and Worsley of Kentucky upon 
various matters affecting the interests of 
that calling. ther delegates scattered 
themselves about the city, speaking where 
they thought they could do the most good, 
and the result is a general revival! of interest 
among the local organizations. 

District Assemblies Nos. 4and 206 of this 
city will tender a banquet to the visiting 
Knights at Concordia Hall, 1441 Chouteau 
avenue, during their stay, whenthere will 
be speeches from the prominent labor 
knights. 

James A, Wright of the National Trades 
Association, which is composed of the cloth 
cutters of the United States, arrived last 
night. The association is connected with 
the order of Knights of Labor, and 
Mr. Wright’ will take part in the 
deliberations at Walhalla Hall. He is prob- 
ably the last addition to the ranks of the visi- 
tors that willbe made. Thereare now here 
Knights from almost every nook and corner 
of the Uuited States, and they makeupa 
body of strangely contrasting individuals, 
representing every trade and varying in gen- 
eral characteristics from the polished and 
urbane Mr. Powderly to the uncoath wood 
sawyer of the wild and woolly West, 

The constituént of the Hon. Maverick 
Brandes of Texas and the manager of the 
workingmen’s interests of the entire buliding 
industry of New York may he seen arm in 
arm,and the Kansas farmer, just off his 
ranch, swaps ideas with the man who pre- 
sides over the destinies of the laborer in the 
coke and coal regions of Pennsylvania. 

PROPOSITION FROM CHICAGO, 

The Celegates to-day’s were discussing the 
proposition made to the convention by the 
World’s Fair manawzement to hold the an- 
nual c mventior 1ofthe General Assembly at 
Chicago next year and take part in the pro- 
posed labor congress. Charles G. Dixon of 
Chicago, representing the local board of the 
World’s Fair, extended the 


Knights at yesterday afternoon’s session 
of the body. No action was taken, 
but many of the Knights are disposed 
to favor the proposal. W. A. Wright of the 


Executive Board, said to-day that there was 
no doubt that the Knights of Labor woula 


take part in the Labor Congress, whether 
the convention metrtin Chicago ornot. All 
other labor organizations will be or have 


been invited to be present at the congress of 
workingmen,« 

The greater portion ofthe time of the con- 
vention yesterday afternoon was given tothe 
consideration of resolutions, petitions and 
other documents and also of the report of the 
Committee on Law. The latter recommends 
various changes in the constitution and plat- 
form ol principles of the order. Among 
other things the committee proposed the 
adoption of the referendum or submission of 
all laws to the people for approval 
before passage. An animated discus- 
sion of this clause was participated 
in by General Master Workman Powderly 
and Delegates Sovereign of lowa, Lucas of 
Minnesota and Martin of Iowa. It was finally 
decided to insert the referendum inthe con.- 
stitution. There was alsoa discussion over 
anamendmentto strike out the demand for 
a graduated income tax. The mat- 
ter was referred back to the 
committee witb instructions to pre- 
pare a plank in the platform demandinga 
graduated tax on incomes and a tax on Iin- 
heritances. A Clause was. adopted recom. 
mending the establishment of free labor bu- 
reaus in each State of the union. 

WHAT THE WOMEN WANT. 
aa oa from Miss Francis Willard ofthe 
Cc. T. U., published inthe Post-DIsPatcHu 
tending: was presented to the convention 
by Mrs. ingalls ofthe Union, together with 
petitions asking the Knightsof Labor to work 
for the prohibition of the sale of liquor on the 
World’s Fair Grounds, the closing of the 
Columbian Exposition on Sunday, the abo- 
lition of smoking carson sleepers and the 
rohibition of the opium and liquor traffic. 
The petitions were accepted, and Master 
Workman Powderly assured Mrs. Ingalls 
they would receive the attention of the body. 
THE COMMITTEE ON LAWS’ REPORT. 

The consideration of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Laws was resumedthis morning 
and consumed the greater part of the 
forenoon session of the convention. The 
amendment to fix the term of oficeofthe 
general officers at one year instead of two 
met with determined oppositionand after a 
discussion of some length was voted down. 

There was also an animated debate over 
the proposition to increase the number of 
members of the Executive Board. The board 
as at present organized consists of four mem. 
bers, and a good many delegates thought 
that it should have six. The majority 
in the convention were of opinion, however, 
that the present number was sufficient, and 
and all motions to increase it were voted 
down 

The ‘eligibility of ex-Representatives to of- 
fices was another question which provoked 
discussion. it was proposed'to make them 
ineligible, but the measure was defeated. 

The roll was called for the last time for the 
introduction of resolutions and delegates 
were notified that under the rules resolutions 
could only be introduced hereafter by con- 
sent of three-fourths of the delegates. Noth- 
ing of generalinterest was presented. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

This afternoon the report of the Committee 
on Finance will probably be reached. This 
must precede the election of officers, as the 
committee willreport upon the methods of 
keeping the accounts, and state the 
condition in which they were founda. The 
election of the officers might be affected by 
this‘report. As tnere is other business tojbe 
disposed of before choosing officers for the 
next two years the election will probably be 
left until to-morrow. Itis thought that the 
present officers will be re-elected 

The convention is now well up with the 
business before it, and the committees have 
pushed their work forward to such an extent 
that the final adjournment of the cofvention 
on Saturday night Is expected.

Mrs. Seaman was a queer oid woman who 
used to live in marble halis while her prop- 
erty. was multiplying in value from $2,000,009 
to $6,000,000, and who died leaving the bulk of 
that property to a cousin, Lawrence Drake, 
to the exceeding disgust of other relatives 
who thought they should have come in fora 
share. The case was sharply fought before
